The decision was arrived at in a 
meeting of the assembly which re- 
sembled a funeral more than anything 
else, 
Bauer struggled through 
a 
speech which constituted a funeral 
oiation ov**r Germany’s plan of 1914. 
He declared that even out of the dark 
hours which he pictured ahead, a 
better future might grow through a 
world revolution. 
But even a world 
revolution could not better Germany’s 
plight, he -aid, unless the treaty were 
revised. 
News of the sinking of the German 
fleet in Scapa Flow arrived during 
the se-sion and met with startling 
differences of opinion. 
“The M'orld must see a defeated 
nation being violated body and soul 
as never a n a t i o n was violated be­ 
fore,” said Bauer,
